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Town making sure roundabout looks fitting for NOTL 


Region is 
expected to pay 
almost $80,000 
on upgraded 
landscaping design

It will cost almost 
$80,000 more, but when 
the first roundabout on 
Niagara Stone Rd. is fin¬ 
ished it will look a whole 
lot better than what the 
region originally 
planned. 


When regional repre¬ 
sentatives came to coun¬ 
cil in September to pres¬ 
ent their plans for the 
traffic-calming measure 
at Concession 6, expected 
to be completed by the 
May 24 long weekend, 
councillors were not 
impressed. 

It’s at the entrance to 
Virgil, and the centre 
landscaping was meager, 
to say the least, they said. 

Frank Tassone, traffic 
engineering manager at 
the Region, agreed to 
council’s request that 
Town staff have input into 
an up-graded landscape 
design, and that an irriga¬ 
tion system be Included 


in the project to ensure 
plantings can be easily 
maintained. 

The roundabout will 
ease problems caused by 
the irregular alignment of 
the Concession 6 inter¬ 
section, and will contrib¬ 
ute to a better traffic flow 
on Niagara Stone Rd., 
reducing traffic backups 
at busy times as vehicles 
head into NOTL, Tassone 
said. 

And with input from 
Town staff, a plan by a 
landscaping consultant 
hired by the Town at a 
cost of $2,500 will make it 
look impressive. 

Council approved the 
consultant’s design 


Monday. 

The Region has bud¬ 
geting $2.5 million for the 
roundabout, and is 
expected to fund the 
$76,690 landscaping proj¬ 
ect, which includes the 
irrigation system. 

The Region has yet to 
agree to the extra cost, 
but that’s the plan, says 
parks and recreation 
director Clive Buist. 

“We’re waiting to hear," 
he said. “We were clear as 
to where the Town stands. 
'You pay for it and we’ll 
maintain itj was what we 
said.”

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Town okays food truck bylaw 
for special events, markets 


No licence, 
no operating

Niagara-on-the- 
Lake town council has 
approved changes to 
the zoning bylaw per¬ 
mitting gourmet food 
trucks to operate on 
private property at 
special events, mar¬ 
kets and wineries. 

The bylaw amend¬ 
ments followed a pub¬ 
lic meeting last month 
where there was no 
opposition expressed 
to councillors about a 
planning staff recom¬ 
mendation to allow 
the mobile eateries. 

Food trucks cannot 
operate on public 
roads or in public 


parks unless permis¬ 
sion is granted by 
council as part of a 
special event. 
Wineries, which are 
allowed up to 24 out¬ 
door or special events 
per year, could also 
apply for an amend¬ 
ment to the zoning 
bylaw for additional 
events involving food 

Coun. Martin Mazza 
voiced concerns about 
potential costs to the 
town for staff to moni¬ 
tor events and winer¬ 
ies for violations of the 
bylaw and suggested a 
licensing fee be 
charged to food truck 
operators. 

“Our staff doesn’t 
have the resources to 
monitor these events," 
he said. 

Chief administra¬ 
tive officer Mike 
Galloway said food 
trucks are licensed in 
Toronto, but they are 
allowed to operate on 


public property and in 

“We don't want 
food trucks on public 
property,” he said. 
“Therefore we don’t 
want to license them.” 

Mazza also ques¬ 
tioned why businesses 
other than wineries 
and organizations 
such as churches were 
not included in the 
zoning bylaw amend¬ 
ments. He called for “a 
level playing field for 
everyone involved.” 

Galloway said any 
business or non-profit 
group could file a site- 
specific zoning appli¬ 
cation to the town if 
they want to bring in a 
food truck for a special

In an attempt to reduce 
the number of drunk driv¬ 
ers on Niagara’s roads, 
the Niagara Regional 
Police will be making 
public the names of driv¬ 
ers who are charged with 
impaired driving offenc- 


Offences include oper¬ 
ating a motor vehicle 
while impaired, opera¬ 
tion of a motor vehicle 
with over 80 milligrams of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of blood, operating a 
motor vehicle while 
impaired causing bodily 
harm or death and refus¬ 
ing to provide a breath 
sample. 

“The NRP considers 
this action to be a posi¬ 
tive step, discouraging 
anyone from getting 
behind the wheel after 
consuming alcohol or 
drugs,” said Sgt. Neal 
Orlando. 


The names will be pub¬ 
lished as a news release 
on the NRP’s website. 

The publishing of the 
names of individuals 
charged with an offence 
is in keeping with the 
Freedom of Information 
Act as the information 
forms a public record, 
police said. 

"The Charter of Rights 
and Freedom affirms pro¬ 
tection for the presump¬ 
tion of innocence,” 
Orlando added. 

"The release of the 
names of those charged is 
not meant to undermine 
this principle. It is intend¬ 


ed to raise awareness to 
the important issue of, 
and the dangers posed 
by, those who continue to 
make the decision to 
drive while impaired.” 

A number of police 
services already publish 
names including Durham 
Regional Police and the 
Winnipeg Police Service.
